DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's RCE filed 12/04/09, which is pursuant to the 
Notice of Allowance filed 9/1 1/09. 

As indicated in Applicant's response, no claims have been amended. Claims 1-8, 10, 12- 
16, 18-20, 22-23, 25 submitted for the effect of Examiner's Amendment corresponding to the last 
Office Action Allowance, are herein pending in the instant office action. 

A duplicate copy of the Claim Amendments submitted per the Allowance recorded per 
9/1 1/2009 is attached herein as part of this office action, namely, 'AmendM_91 109.pdf ' 

The IDS filed with the above Applicant's submission has been considered in full. 
EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-8, 10, 12-16, 18-20, 22-23, 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art taken separately or jointly does not suggest or teach the following features. 

A method for tracing and logging via a API wherein a formatter is coupled to a tracing 
module and logging module and operative initially for formatting messages from the 
tracing/logging module according to default definition at runtime, (i) the formatter for sending 
the messages according to a first/de fault output destination, wherein the output destination is 
initially stored in a configuration file included with the formatter and inherited by the tracing and 
logging module from initial configuring whereby the logging/tracing modules are constructed as 
being subclasses of a controller class, (ii) wherein the formatter is reconfigured during runtime 
without recompilation of code, to format messages from the logging/tracing module according to 
a changed format definition in terms of the configuration file receiving change to the initial 
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default format, and based a method call performed by one of the logging or tracing module 
during runtime to store a second output destination in the configuration file so to assign the 
second destination output to said logging/tracing module, whereby the formatter is automatically 
operating to send formatted messages based on the data assigning said second output destination 
to the logging/tracing module, as set forth in amended claims I, 10, 16, 20 and 23. 

The reference of record, Hart, "Utilities: the Logging Architecture" discloses a logging 
API using Java Utils package using a script to set up handlers, severity level and methods 
invoking a formatter, but does not teach or suggest default configuration file included with the 
formatter, and having a first output destination which is inherited by the logging/tracing class 
upon their initial configuration constructing them as subclass of a controller class, where the 
default first output destination is stored in said configuration file and can be rewritten into this 
configuration file at runtime as a result of method invoked by the logging or tracing module, so 
that the formatter is reconfigured to send formatted messages according to the runtime change 
format definition and to the configuration file having data assigning the second output 
destination; as set forth in (i) and (ii). 

Camp et al, USPN: 6,802,067, discloses log base class with method for formatting a 
message and destination log class for forming destination log object based on the formatted 
message received from the log base class; but does not teach or suggest default configuration file 
setting as in (i) and runtime reconfiguring of the file so that output destination therein is 
reassigned via a API invoked (method call performed by one of the logging or tracing module 
during runtime) for use as communication as in (ii). 
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Shah et al, USPN: 6,871,228, discloses inheritance among a plurality of tracer/logger 
objects disposed in a communication paradigm where message loggers interact with server 
logger for storing logger messages, wherein information recorded by loggers are formatter prior 
to be sent to their destination. Shah cannot be used to anticipate (or to render obvious) default 
setting inside the configuration file as in (i) - including tracing/logging module being subclasses 
of a controller class - and runtime reconfiguring of said file so that output destination therein is 
reassigned via a method call performed by one of the logging or tracing module as in (ii). 

Ullmann et al, USPN: 7,120,685, discloses GUI enabling administrative type of setting 
and reconfiguring thereof with regard to parameters related to operating Trace logger and 
Message logger configuration, within a paradigm where log message from requesting 
message/trace loggers are processed by a manager server as in Shah; hence does not teach or 
suggest the default configuration file in (i) and the method call to reassign a output destination as 
in (ii)
